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1, The airfield, about 6,600-feot square, wag about two miles 
east of RADOd (x 52/4 19), directly south of a main road to 
the east (see Annex). 


2. There was an Lew runway, about 130x6,600 feet, Taxistrips to 
connect the hangars on the northern edge of the field with 
the runways were under construction. 


3. Earracks buildings and workshops were in the northern section. 


4. Polish pilots were being trained on single-engine and twin- 
engine aircraft by Sovist instructors.
